Cool, dry weather prevailed until Sun- 
day night when general rains occurred. 
The rain was qaite light in the western 
portion - of the State, but moderately 
heavy in the Central and Eastern sec- 
tions.

The rain will be a great benefit, as the 
drouth had become very severe; water 
was very scarce for stock and many wolls 

were dry. 

The sowing of winter wheat, which

The tobacco crop is nearly all cut and 
housed. The yield is rather light, but 
the crop has been secured in good con- 
dition. 

Oorn has ripened rapidly and cutting

A very good crop of sorghum is now 
being cut and ground. Irish potatoes in 
moHt sections are very poor, but sweet 
potatoes are generally reported to be 
very good. Apples are almost a failure 
in moHt lo<;aliiies.

•oepter have erambled to doat, and haada that 
wore a crown are now nMtlng easy, pillowed on 
the cold stone. Knlshta aud ministers of state 
keep silent Tigil around their former princes 
and sovereigns. The history of Bnglaad is 
carved in marble under the roof of this Minster.

The ezcavatiODS of Baby Ion, Oreeca, Bomo. and 
Kgypt have contributed tbelr wealth to make 
this treasure house the glory of the world 
Among the auctcut manuscripts I noticed a copy 
of the Bible In Greek dating from the filth een 
tury. It is called the Codex Alexandriuus. In 
the Vatican library Mi Home tliere is also a well 
preserved ^inaiiuscript cojiy <il the HIble older 
than the one I mliiiircd in London, lor itdat s 
from the fourlli cciiiury, iiiid Is known anioug 
scholars as the Cinlrx \ aticuin:.':. In tin- same 
hall are kept the autoKruph U tters siKind by the 
Pia'ltageuets, Tudors and Stewarts of old Euk- 
land. Among the literary papers aud other 
original WorU, Walter Scott, Uickei H and (iold- 
smith are prominent Mine was the priviieKe 
to read Urey's Klegy in bis own beautiful hand 
writing. Long did I linger among those valuable 
dooumaala and literary curiosities. 

Time was pressing, and to renew my aoqualnt- 
anoa with thf dty I lodo thioagh the principal 
■tieata on tha top of those conveyances called 
"omnibnaM." Tbe Fleet, the Strand, Oxford, 
Bolboora iBd Ladgata rival the boolavarda q( 
Faria from a siaadpolat of vastnsss, if aot of 
beauty.

After a brii ( visit I 
started In a southward direction till I rca< ded 
Dublin. Many are the attractions that here 
claim the attention of a sigbl-seer. The Ca«tle is 
a dignified structure wearing the trappings of 
royalty. I took a riieclal delight In going 
through the various buildings of Trinity Col- 
Isge. In the chapel the guide pointed out to ate 
the pulpit in which Dean Swift naed to preach. 
At the head of Lakaville street there to a fine 
monaaaeat of Daniel (VCOnneU. 

Olulet'a Church and St Patrick's Cathedral are 
line eceteeiastioal edifloaa. The Dublin Bay im- 
M aa a dalaty Mt of martee beauty. 
allU farther MOth I leaehed Wioklow 
wbenee I had a pleasant rtoe on a real Iriah cart 
to Ovooa. Tha song about that amiling vallev 
where the sweet wataia meet la not a poet's 
dream but a reality. Mot far from the place 
St. Patrick landed, and having been driven 
back by the natlvaa directed hia oonne to the 
north . From Ovoca to Oorey In l^exford Oouaty 
the distafcc by rail is short. The KeV. Father 
KiHlmond and his curate extended to me true 
Irish liospiiality. The coiiiitry around Is beauti- 
ful, the little farms being well kept aud excel- 
lently illkil. The people lead a quiet comfor,- 
able life and are iu eu.«y conditions. There 
seems to be a feeling of satisfaction lervadlng 
through the different classes. Existence is not 
undermined by a fever that knaws at the vitals of 
nations whose only aim is the accumulation of 
wealth. The span between the cri dle and the 
grave Is too short to employ all the energies of 
the mind in a direction that excludes tranquil- 
ity and peace. Accompanied by my reverend 
friend I visited the estotea and ancestral home 
of Sir Thomas Bimonde, a descendant of one of 
the nobleet famllloa of Ireland. Sir Thomas' 
mother waa a daoghler of Henry Oiattaa. At 
praaaatheiaaBiemberotlMiaaMat; in the in- 
torset of the Irish cania many Joameyi have 
been nndertaken by him to AiMtralia and Amer- 
ica. Ttavelling through the world thla atstes- 
mau and scholar has made a rich eollootlon of 
meet valuable articles intelligently arranged 
within the spacious halls of his manor house. 
Precious paintings of Domenlchina, Tintoretto 
and Veronese hang on the walls. A beautiful 
rhapei is situated at the eaatend where mesa at 

times is said. 

This library is lurnistu d with many books and 
a< I sat in hu ea*y rhair and looktd at the well 
tllh'd stii'lvi K the delights of the I tudeni'a life 
became more jilaln to me. In the limits of the 
sime parish Sir Ueorge Errington, another de- 
scendant from sn old Catholic family. Is lord and 
P issesaor of a grand park and mansion. The 
grounds are beautifully laid out. the cost of the 
whole establishment amounting to over twenty 
thousand pounds a year. Both these titled 
gentlemen and their wives attend church in a 
very simple manner at Oorey. The galea of 
their parks and the doora of their homes are 
al ways opened to priests and sisters. From all I 
could see few traosa are left of the old animosi- 
ties oiMe eztating between Undlorda and renters. 
Some feeling atUI axiita,bnt a better nnderstand- 
tug obtains all over the country. I was shown 
the celebrated dtatriot where aome yeara ago the 
"Plan of Campaign" waa tnangaratad on Qogbin 
estataa. Hnndroda of taaaate who rofnaed to 
pay him exoibittot rents, were evietsd, and 
scattered around in open Holds and oommons 
to keep any man from settling on the land vacat- 
ed by them. Soldiers were employed and the 
dIatTlotpnton tbe appearance of a military camp. 
The landlord succeeded in finally arranging 
matters to the satisfaotton of all parties. 

Having passed few days In Oorey I proceeded 
to Kniiii.corthy, a (|uatnt little town dominated 
by "Vinegar llllt." I went U|) to the summit 
and reviewed the tUld on which the famous 
battle of 17, IS was founbt. Knini that eminence 
could be seen the rnins of the Mi Miirrough's 
("Hstle. one nf the royal si als iil the old kings of 
Iii'laail. I'rom Knniilscorltiy 1 went to New 
Ro.ss, the ancient seat of the diocese of Wex- 
ford County. On the following morning I had a 
pleawnt trip on tbe Black Water river, and 
before reaching Waterford ou tbe left bank I saw 
rusting In silent majesty tbe ruins uf the famous 
Donbrody Abbey. Waterford and Limerick are 
good towns with clean streets and houses built 
ill a peculiar shape. The peopl»are very fond 
of flowers, which bloom profusely in little gar- 
dens surrounding the main entrance even to the 
poorest houses. At laat I foniMl myself at KU- 
larney. Who baa not heard of Its beantifnl lakes 
au(l rugged monntalna— tbe Kerry Monntaii». 
I have seen Swltaerlaad, but there ia nothing in 
Iwope or America aa beantltal aa the eonntry 
•ntwd this «ity. The lakaa of KiUamey are 
three la ntunber, aronad whoag peaoafnl sborea 
riae frT"*"f mountaina oevared with gigantic 
Ireea.

The llual, | 
the deepest impression of Killarupr M that nf| 
beauty, which.puu on at tlmea a garb of .^^rMn i 
ear aiod look of awe. Every mornlog excursion 
parties are formed at various hotels for tbe pur. 
poae of txaiBlnIng In detail the charms that 
nature has *o prodigally bestowed on this favor- 
ed spoi. Having duly entered my liame ss a 
member of the brotherhood, an early start was 
made for tbe Oep of Dnntoe. The rome lies 
aloAg the MOithem side of the lower lakes for 
about six mllaa wbtoh diaigBW oovertd in 
the regulation Iriah oait. Having arrived at 
"Iteto Kearihy'B Cottage" tbe czqnlaiM monot- 
ain seiatry^iie into full view. Bare a plenti- 
ful rapply of ponloa war la attmdahee. 1 hired 
on« «ble« Tteaffirad With all Oe dttalty of a 
Kentucky gentleman. Tbe bmu wanted to bold 
tbe animal by the bridle but I told him to walk 
ahead, and the asaaatwaa begun. Magnlfloent 

aud picturesque It tree. 
This wild gap tana between two mountains, 

the Otrraataal. S,4tl. and the Fnrpla. 2,7Mfect 
higb. On either aide Om eraggy dUb are sus- 
pended fearfnlly over the turrow pathway and 
at every step threaten with destruction tbe ad- 
venturous explorer. In the Interetices of these 
immense fragments, shaded by iBWshtabeaad 
trees, water-falls, like sleadar throada of silver, 
rush down on the luxuriant heather. A rapid 
stream called the Loe traverses the whole length 
of the glen, expandiiig itself at dilTerent points 
Into fine lakes. i.rhe part of the glen which chil. 
lengecl my admiration Is tliat wln re the valley 
becomes so contracted as scarcely to leave room 
bi'twceii the precipitous sides of the scanty path 
and its Hccompanyliig strand. The guide gave 
the wiiril of warning, which awoke the icho 
from among ttie solid walls of tbe mountains 
The scene and tbe Impresileu made by it beg- 
gars description. Prom the gap the pony and I 
Issued into the Dlack Valley, aud tbe shores of 
tbe Upper Lake were reached. A small boat 
carried the whole party across tbe water. Ocn- 
tly did It glide out on the oreat of the laughing 
waves, the ride bUng Intensely rbmaatio aad 
perfeotlr beaatlfal. Not being able to see the 
outlets, the iUmtoa of being land-locked aeemed 
nearly eompiete. At a point where the waters 
of one lake itow into tiM other through a nsr 
row strait, ragalat "rnpNto'' aea toraied.' Tbe 
boatmen shoot tbem with a good deal of eool- 
ness. Being asked how I liked tbe daring deed, 
I tried to tezplala to the children of Mn how 
we do things at the Lagoon in aommer by trying . 
tbe "chute" at ten cenu per tumble. Having I 
passed through the MiddM aad Uppet Lekae' 
landing was elTVcted at tbe Castle of Roes, which 
waa the last one In Ireland to surrender to 
Cromwell. Tbe day had been well spent in 
climbing, riding and failing. Ciooil things, as a 
rule, sharpen the appetite for a little more. 
The u( xt morning I engaged the >;ood services 
of a cart driver, whom I directed to show me 
tbe principal points of interest all along tbe 
shores. The man brought me to the ruins of 
the MiickroBs Abbey, founded in tbe thirteenth 
century. Dismantled walls, Untbic windows 
aud broken columns, around wblcb the ivy 
has twined its branches, covered tbe ground. 
Sitting on an old tomb, in which some monk 
bad slept these msnv centuries, I mused on the 
course of events and the history of the past. I 
visited the celebrated Colleen Bawn rocks and 
D nts Island. I saw again the Tore Mountein 
and the Druid's Cirele. Some aaaaa have es. 
caped me and I have forgotten aome details, but 
the ImpMarioa of KiUamey and ita lakea and 
moaataina will live toiaver ia my ■aiory aa a 
paaoraaa of atera graadear aad toacbing 
beaaty. I lateaded to go to Cork by rail, bnt a 
ch aae e friead told m« that a forty-hmr mile 
ride throagh the moaataina to Otangarifrahonld 
by ao maaaa be aiisaed. I did iMt heettate, and 
on tbe third day, taking a seat on top of a rough 
but strong looking ooach, I set my face for that 
wild place. The Jolting was something ter- 
rible, and full many a time I came Into immi- 
nent danger of going overboard, but tbe mag- 
nificent scenery with which I was regaled repaid 
me with double Interest for the trouble. The 
road lies along side of sleep nionntaiiis and over 
slender bridges. From snininlt to base rocks 
^and stones are flung togeilier in strange con- 
fusion ; but the roUKbniss is relieved by .a 
variety ol foliage, .shrubs and ferns. Right 
ahead of this narrow pass stands the (ilengarift 
stiay, broad, deep and Iramiiiil. 1 readied the 
place at ri::til p. ni . after a ride of more than ten 
hours. Chief amoi^^ the fairv Isletx the rocky 
(iarnish stands foremost in size and position, 
crowned with a picturesque fort aud besldtf It a 
martello tower. The following morning I went 
to fiautry and thence to 6ork. Tbe earliest no- 
tice of this city dates from the beginning of the 
seventh century. In time It became a populoni 
trading town. Up to the last century some of 
the principal streets were intersecting channels 
of the river See. It must have been tbe Irish 
Venice. At present Cork presento tbe appear- 
ance of a large, modern city, alive with com- 
merce and busy people. 

St. Mary's Cathedral is a massive church. The 
steeple is of unique constnMtion, two of ite sides 
having been buUt ol limealoaa and two of red 
stone. In it are the Mia el ihandmi ao Jnatly 
oelebrated for their <ainelagll of tone. Not far 
oir beinil Blarney CMto, I iMat there to pay my 
mpaptpn the irorld-famed stone aad--aad every • 
bpdy kaowa that the visitor most be iowered 
head dotrawaidl to aajoy the adv«atagea of kiia 
lag tt aa • apaoMa Iw Mm aoqolaUiaB of a eartaln 
virtne. Tbe geaaato of the ■araay^Jagaad U 
evolved horn the timea of Qaaea Blaabaai. In 
thtaremotapariolIrelMidaaea apo« Attmeaa 
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Iridi chief by name McCarthy dwelt In the forti 
Had eaatle uf Bhmiey. The law directed that 
eveey lord should make a formal traoiler of bis 
laada to the Crown to receive tbem back from 
the ••verelga aa a laadal eonceaaion. Now 
whaaaver the inttawtioa waa made to thto in 
dependent warrior to comply with the law his 
diptomaey knew how to put off the royal amis 
sariae with sweet worda aad fhtrpromtoaa. Thto 
line of action dM aat aoit the OaHM. ▲ par* 
emptory order waa iiBINd. laaimoalng Mc- 
Carthy to appear at oaea kt the Xngllsh Oonrt. 
The lord dictated in reaponae a tong espMla ei- 
pressing bis love for the dear and graclotu Ellsa- 
betb, assuring bar that la tbe near future he 
would avail himself of the honor and privilege 
of paying her a visit and of kissing the hand of 
his good mistress. The fiery daughter of Henry 
Vlil lost her temper and exclaimed, "This is 
Blarney all over. " The rest Is plain. 

in reading this letter over I realize that I have 
not been sble to do Justice to the subject. I 
wish that mine were tbe poet's pen; then I 
could rival .Moore in praising the beauty of the 
green hills and valleys of Ireland, and of extoll- 
ing tbe grandeur of her mountains whose sum- 
mltt tower to the very sky motionless and silent 
aa a nun in adoration rapt. I feel tbe satisfac- 
tion, however, of having given a realtotie trans- 
lation of my Impressions such as were evoked in 
my mind by tbe voice of Nature heard in Kil 
larney through the rustling of the leavaa, tha mu 
sic of the waters and the echo of tbe roeka. And 
now I must Anally lay aside my pen to grarp 
sgalu for a short iwriod tbe pilgrim staff, for the 
sands of time are running fast.
